Independent Claim 1 recites, inter alia, initiate a transition of the first call 
being connected to the mobile terminal through the wireline network via the local 
wireless interface to the first call being connected to the mobile terminal through the 
cellular wireless network using a temporary directory number provided by a visited 
wireless switch currently providing cellular wireless access for the mobile terminal. 
The prior art does not teach this limitation in combination with the remaining 
limitations and therefore the claim is allowed for those reasons and for the reasons 
recited in Arguments filed 6/28/10, 12/11/09, 10/12/09, 3/10/09, 9/19/08, 5/26/06, 
and 1/13/06. 

Independent Claim 22 recites, inter alia, initiating a transition of the first call 
being connected to the mobile terminal through the wireline network via the local 
wireless interface to the first call being connected to the mobile terminal through the 
cellular wireless network using a temporary directory number provided by a visited 
wireless switch currently providing cellular wireless access for the mobile terminal. 
The prior art does not teach this limitation in combination with the remaining 
limitations and therefore the claim is allowed for those reasons and for the reasons 
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recited in Arguments filed 6/28/10, 12/11/09, 10/12/09, 3/10/09, 9/19/08, 5/26/06, 
and 1/13/06. 

Dependent Claims 2, 4-21, 23, and 25-42 are allowed as being dependent 
upon the allowed Independent Claims.
